British Foreign Secretary Sel- 
wyn Lloyd, in a policy, speech 
to the United Nations General 
Assembly, appealed to the Rus- 
sians “to perceive the dangers 
of their policies of increasing 
tensjon.” He said he hoped 
“some idea of what is really 
happening will percolate

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No Change in a Good Policy 


HE SALIENT FACT ABOUT 

Prime - Minister Diefenbaker’s 
address to the United Nations yester- 
day was that Canada’s policy regard- 
ing UN affairs remains unchanged 
from what it was under Liberal rule 
This is so even to the phraseology 
used to describe it. Many of Mr 
Diefenbaker’s utterances might well 
have been taken directly from simi- 
lar speeches in the past by Mr. Les- 
ter Pearson. 

This continuity of foreign policy 
is not a matter for criticism but a 
matter for congratulation. - The-gen- 
eral trend of Canadian ,conduct in 
world affairs—apart from the politi- 
cal misinterpretations put on our 
Suez policy. by those interested in 
fomenting a domestic pre-election 
situation—has been a source of satis- 
faction to all sections of the country. 
It has aroused no less the admiration 
of other nations. When Mr. Diefen- 
baker addressed the UN General 
Assembly he occupied as a Canadian 
spokesman a very highly respected 
position—a position built up éver the 
past few years by Mr. Pearson and 
the External Affairs department. 

Quite apart from such special! con- 
siderations, Canadians may well feel 
proud of this Canadian declaration 
of principles and objectives. In a 
way that could be equalled by few 
other countries, the Canadian state- 
ment demonstrates an adherence to 
international ideals that on many 
occasions has been backed up by 
deeds as well as words. 

Even the Kremlin must ~have 
accepted at face value the offer to 
expose our Arctic territories, indeed 
our_.whole country, to aerial recon- 
naissance as an aid to atomic dis- 
armament. Similarly credible to all 
nations was Mr. Diefenbaker’s asser- 
tion that if NATO were other than 
a defensive organization, Canada 
would not remain a member. 

This was the first full-scale 
declaration of Canadian foreign 
policy since the change of govern- 
ment at Ottawa. That policy, except 
for minor facets, was not an issue 
in the general election. Hence the 
Prime Minister made clear that sup- 
port of the UN is still the cornerstone 
of Canada's policy, along with sup- 
port of NATO. Mr. Pearson's con- 
tinual championship of a permanent 
UN police force likewise remains a 
prominent part of the Government's 
program. 

Our relations with the United 
States, while involving greater diffi- 
culties and problems in these more

There is no incompatibility be- 
tween “such “statéements*-and™ ‘the 
speech which Mr. Diefenbaker 
delivered_.a—_few days ago to’ an 
American audience in New Hamp- 
shire. On that occasion he spoke | 
plainly of the several grievances 
Canada has against current U.S 
policies—the wheat ‘surplus disposal 
policy, the tariffs restricting Cana- 
dian exports, the exclusion of 
Canadian ownership from a_ high 
proportion of United States business 
and industrial ventures in this 
country. 

In yesterday's address he showed 
that while problems can exist be- 
tween the two countries, our neigh- 
borly contacts and similarity of 
approach to such matters increase 
the likélihood of finding solutions. | 
This is—not- always .the case where 
a very large nation exists beside a 
much smaller one. Mr. Diefenbaker 
had only to refer to eastern Europe 
for ready examples. 

The Diefenbaker declaration won 
credit for the Conservative Govern- 
ment for the adoption of a wise and 
enlightened foreign policy. It was 
equally a compliment to the former 
Liberal administration for its ‘work 
in_establishing that policy. i 

Although there has been criticism 
in some quarters that the Prime 
Minister chose to make the speech 
himself rather than permit his new 
external affairs minister, Dr. Sidney 
Smith, to make it, there was logic 
in the move. 

It was important that, with a 
change of government after many 
years, the Canadian stand be made 
very: clear to the world, and this 
could be done with additional em-\ 
phasis by having the Prime Minister 
himself appear before the Assembly. | 
It gave him the opportunity to point 
out that for the past few years, 
regardiess of election fireworks, 
Canadian foreign policy has in effect 
been bi-partisan, that neither friend 
nor opponent need anticipate a 
change. 


There. is one other point which | 
such a blanket criticism of American | 
publications seems to _ overlook. 
Whatever thé standard of the im- 
ported printed word, it enters a 
competitive field when it comes into 
Canada. 


*If Canadians, magazine sellers or 
otherwise, fail to prove the super- 
iority of their product,. or fail to 
which their 
fellow countrymen find appealing, 
the invading salesman cannot be 
blamed., 


Perhaps the answer is to present 
better printed matter in Canada and

Prior to this, however, he owned his 
own ship, the Rover of the Sea, which 
I believe was wrecked on the east coast 
of South America. In 1888 he entered 
the service of the Canadian government, 
being appointed to the command of the 
Sir James Douglas, and remained with 
her until she was replaced by the Quadra 
in January, 1892. He had charge of the 
Quadra until September of the same year 
when he was appointed agent of Marine 
and Fisheries (now Transport). In that 
capacity he was responsible for many of 
the aids to navigation along the British 
Columbia coast 

Following Captain Gaudin's retire- 
ment as agent for the aforementioned de- 
partment, he was for a number of years 
Examiner of —Masters- and Mates -and 
Wreck Commissioner."“He was’ a church 
warden and active in the affairs of St. 
Saviour’s Anglican Church, Victoria West. 

Mr. Charles Banfield is to be com- 
plimented on what he has accomplished 
in respect to community affairs in Vic- 
toria West and in emphasizing links with 
the past.

OPEN—LIKE PRAIRIES 


In our house we've tried to encourage an 
open mind. We hadn't exactly counted on 
minds as open as the prairies when the buf- 
falo roamed, but maybe that’s better than 
mentalities hidebound by preconceptions. 
At least it leaves lots of ground for cultiva- 
tion. ° 

Undoubdtediy “some young high sehool 
graduates enter college firmly convinced that 
they know the goal they hope to achieve and 
what they want from their instructors. I'm 
not so certain that a high percentage of these 
same people are as fully confirmed in their 
sense of direction two or three years later— 
not the original sense of direction, that is. 

A few years ago I used to talk to a Ris- 
tinguished educationist about this “open- 
mindedness” shown by high school graduates 
starting college. The conversation would 
begin when some professor worked over the 
familiar theme regarding the lack of .prepa- 
ration done in secondary schools for the

cationist. used to express his wonder at the 
transformation that occurred once the chil- 
dren became men and women at college. 

“It surprises me,” he'd say. “Here you have 
a group of teenagers who've gone through 
high school. They reach college and the peo- 
ple up there are appalled at their inadequa- 
cies. Within a few weeks these same stu- 
dents are shaping up nicely. Under college 
tutelage they've recovered the ground they 
lost In lower schools. By the end of the 
year the professors are pointing with pride 
at their achievements in “upholding the usual 
high standards maintained by the college.’ 
The boys and girls certainly come a long way 
in a hurry.” 

The educationist’s gentle .satire was in- 
tended to nudge the college into an apprecia- 
tion of the fact that the youngsters arriving 
from high school weren't too badly prepared. 
The nudge was justified. But the kids do 
move along in a hurry at the university level, 
They either move up or they move out. 

CUT THE MUSTARD 

The maturing process is rapid. For the 
first time in their experience. many of them 
find it’s necessary to study. They aren't car- 
ried to the same degree as they are by teach- 
ers in public school. They have to cut the 
mustard. 

In the majority of cases they do. Whether 
or not they are touched by what Rod-Haig- 
Brown calls a “divine discontent” that spurs 
them to greater intellectual activity is-a ques- 
tion. -But at all events; they have to work 
--and assume the responsibility for working 
themselves. 

After a few months at college, they begin 
to “know” things with a positiveness they'll 
never achieve again. There is nothing quite 
so knowledgeable as a latter-day freshman or 
early-day sophomore. The doubts begin to 
creep in after that stage 

We have asked tiie young man and the 
young woman in our house small questions 
about their expectations at college. They 
have given us replies of frank ignorance and 
we should draw some appreciation from their 
lack of evasion. Soon enough they'll know 
the answers to everything except material on 
an examination paper. They'll have the world 
hy the tail.

Diet and Heart Disease 


Dr. Walter C. Alvarez ts Emeritus Consultant in 
Medicine, Mayo Clinic, and Emeritus Professor of 
Medicine, Mayo Foundation 


An interesting discussion of diet in cases 
of heart disease was just released by a com- 
mittee of the American Heart Association 
Today, there are hundreds of thousands of 
people with a tendency to heart disease or 
little strokes or big strokes who are being 
put on strict diets. Some are trying to live 
without cholesterol—a fat-like substance; 
some are trying to live with a minimum of 
animal fats; some are avoiding the more 
solid fats; some are cutting down on starches 
and sugars; some are going without meat, 
eand some are going without salt 


For the last few years I have been saying 
to my patients “I haven't the heart to put 
you on a strict diet when , 

I just haven't the informa- 

tion that would justify my 

saying to you that you 

must deny yourself this 

and that. When ail the 

experts, or most of them, 

agree on one bit of advice, 

then we can start dieting.” 

In this release from the 

American Héart Associa- 

tion I find the same idea— 

that the existing evidence Alvarez ; 
does not justify any rigid stand on what 
people should eat or not eat. Mose investi- 
gators believe there is' some relation be- 
tween an excessive amount of fat in -the-diet 
and hardening or narrowing or ulceration of 
the arteries, but that’s as far-as they can -g0. 

An important article on the subject is to 
be found in the August issue of the journal, 
“Circulation.” As the experts say, of late 
there has been a flood of dietary fads and 
quack diets. Much research must still be 
carried out and for the present the authors 
suggest that we might all be well advised 
just to cut down on our intake of fat and 
to avoid overweight.. We have known for a 
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long time that obesity is a health hazard 
There is quite a bit of evidence from several 
parts ‘of the world to indicate that a high 
fat diet is associated with injury to the 
arteries. Stout diabetics are especially prone 
to get-into trouble -with their—arteries. 

The authors point out one important fact, 
not sufficiently noted by many, and this is 
that although can preduce in various 
types-of-animais-an-uiceration of the arteries 
somewhat like that in man, this experimental 
disease does not go on to cause a complete 
plugging of the artery, with resultant injury 
to the heart muscle, or the brain or the kid- 
neys. Evidently then, the disease produced 
by feeding cholesterol to animdis is not 
exactly the same as that which occurs in man 
Some other factor must come in, and this is 
the factor many men are now searching for. 
Perhaps it is the hereditary predispesition 
that makes thousands of men drop dead in 
their forties or fifties 

The authors say, as all good statisticians 
will say, that although there is no question 
as to the remarkable increase in parts of 
America of the reported number of cases of 
coronary heart disease, this iricrease may well 
be due to a better and more correct report- 
ing of deaths. It may be due to the better 
education of physicians, with the resulting 
better skills in diagnosis and in the more 
correct filling out of death certificates. 

Some authorities are not satisfieq that 
the figures from Europe that seem to indi- 
cate a fall in the incidence of coronary heart 
disease, step by step with a drop in the avail- 
ability of fat during the Second World. War, 
are trustworthy. More janalyses are needed. 

Recent studies indicate that there has not 
been the assumed great increase in the 
amount of fat in the North American diet 
in the last 50 years. Fifty years ago we 
already were eating much fat. Also, the 
proportion of animal to vegetable fat in the 
American diet appears to have been fairly 
constant.

Thereupon South proceeded to underplay the hand 
a lpt more than it had been underbid. He won the open 
ing lead in dummy and for some reason best known to 
himself proceeded to lead a club to his ace. West 
trumped and ‘led a second spade which East ruffed. A 
|club was led back and West ruffed. South still had to 
lose a club trick so he was down one at four.” 

A most amusing hand and also a rather interesting 
double dummy problem. At a bid of six South might 
lead a trump to his own hand at trick two and then play 
|a club toward dummp. In the event that West should 
ruff, South would make the hand on a squeeze against 
East. He would cash dummy’s remaining high spade 
land trump his own third spade. Then when he 
| eventually played out his last trump. East would be 
squeezed in clubs and diamonds. 

However, West could defeat six by refusing to ruff 
that first club lead. Then no matter how South played 
he would be unable to bring home more than 11 tricks.

Lloyd Hopeful

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y, 
(UP)—Britain warned today 
that Russia’s massive arms de- 
liveries to the Middle East may 
be to “prestock forward bases 
for the Soviet Union itself.” 

British Foreign Secretary Sel- 
;wyn Lioyd, in a policy speech 
to the United Nations General 
Assembly, appealed to the Rus- 
Sians “to perceive the dangers 
of their policies of increasing 
tension.” He said he hoped 
“some idea of what is really 
happening will percolate 
through to the Syrian people.” 
| On a more optimistic note, 
| Lloyd said he believed progress 
}on disarmament “is possible in 
the. course of the next_ few 
| weeks” and said Britain would 
jfurther such prospects “in any 
way we can.” 

But he said a comprehensive 
|disarmament plan covering all 
stages “is not practical politics 
at this moment.” 

Britain, Lioyd said, is “not 
prepared to weaken the nuclear 
deterrent unless there are cor- 
Tespontiing ativances” toward re- 
duction of military manpower, 
tanks, aircraft, warship, sub- 
marines “and all the rest of it.” 

Despite the lack of agreement 
at the 5%-month talks in Lon- 
don and an indication by Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko that Russia intends to 
use the disarmament question 
for propaganda purposes at this 
assembly, Lioyd said, “there is a 
Teal prospect of common 
ground.”

Undoubtedly some young high school 
graduates enter college firmly convinced that 
they know the goal they hope to achieve and 
what they want from their instructors. I'm 
hot so certain that a high percentage of these 
same people are as fully confirmed in their 
sense of direction two or three years later— 
not the original sense of direction; that is. 

A few years ago I used to talk to a dis- 
Ainguished educationist about this “open- 
mindedness” shown by high school graduates 
starting college. The conversation would 
begin when some professor worked over the 
familiar theme regarding the lack of prepa- 
ration done in secondary schools for the 
serious work at the university later. 


A little satirically the distinguished edu-

cationist used to express his wonder at the 
transformation that occurred once the chil- 
dren became men and women at college. 

“It surprises me,” he'd say. “Here you have 
a group of teenagers who've gone through 
high school. They reach college and the peo- 
ple up there are appalled at their inadequa- 
cies. Within a few ‘weeks these same stu- 
dents are shaping up nicely. Under college 
tutelage they've recovered the ground they 
lost in lower schools. By “the end of the 
year the professors are pointing with pride 
at their achievements in “upholding the usual 
high standards maintained by the college.’ 
The boys and girls certainly come a long way 
in a hurry.” 

The éducationist’s gentle satire was in- 
tended to nudge the college into an apprecia- 
tion of the fact thatthe youngsters arriving 
frorh high school weren't too badly prepared. 
The nudge was justified. But the kids do 
move along in a hurry at the university level, 
They either move up or they move out. 


CUT THE MUSTARD 


The maturing process is rapid. For the 
first time in their experience, many of them 
find it’s necessary to study. They aren't car- 
ried to the same degree as they are by teach- 
ers in public school, They have to cut the 
mustard. 

In the majority of cases they do. Whether 
or not they are touched by what Rod Haig- 
Brown calls a “divine discontent” that spurs 
them to greater intellectual activity is a ques- 
tiqn. But at all events, they have to work 
—and assume the responsibility for working 
themselves. 

After a few months at college, they begin 
to “know” things with a positiveness they'll 
never achieve again. There is nothing quite 
so knowledgeable as a latter-day freshman or 
early-day sophomore. The doubts--begin- to 
creep in after that stage. 

We have asked the young man and the 
young woman in our house small questions 
~about their expectations at college. They 
have given us replies of frank ignorance and 
we should draw some appreciation from their 
lack of ewasion. Soon enough they'll know 
the answers to everything except material on 
an examination paper, They'll have the world 
by the tail.

Diet and Heart Disease 


Dr. Walter C. Alvares i Emeritus Consultant in 
Medicine, Maye Clinic, and Bmeritus Professor of 
Medicine, Mayo Foundation 


An interesting discussion of diet in cases 
of heart disease was just released by a com- 
mittee of the American Heart Association. 
Today, there are hundreds of thousands of 
people with a tendency to heart disease or 
little strokes or big strokes who are being 
put on strict diets. Some are trying to live 
without. cholesterol—a _ fat-like substance; 
some are trying to live with a minimum of 
animal fats; some are avoiding the more 
solid fats; some are cutting down on starches 
and sugars; some are going without meat, 
and some are going ‘without salt. 


For the last few years I have been saying 
to my patients “I haven't ghe heart to put 
you on a strict diet when 
I just haven't the informa- 
tion t would justify my 
saying to you that you 
must deny yourself this 
and that. When ail the 
experts, or most of them, 
agree on one bit of advice, 
then we can start dieting.” 

In this release from the 

American Heart Associa- 

tion I find the same idea— 

that the existing evidence Alvarez 
does not justify any rigid stand on what 
people should eat or not eat. Mose investi- 
gators believe there is some relation be- 
tween an excessive amount of fat in the diet 
and hardening or narrowing or ulceration of 
the arteries, but that’s as faf as they can go. 

An important article on the subject is to 
be found in the August issue of the journal, 
“Circulation.” As the experts say, of late 
there has been a flood of dietary fads and 
quack diets. Much research must still be 
carried out and for the present the authors 
suggest that we might all be well advised 
just to cut down on our intake of fat and 
to avoid overweight. We have known for a

long time that obesity is a health hazard. 
There is quite a bit of evidence from several 
parts of the World to indicate that a high 
fat diet is associated with injury to the 
arteries. Stout diabetics are especially prone 
to get into trouble with their arteries. 

The authors point out one important fact, 
not sufficiently noted by many, and this is 
that although one can produce in various 
types of animals an ulceration of the arteries 
somewhat like that in man, this experimental 
disease does not go on to cause a complete 
plugging of the artery, with resultant injury 
to the heart muscle, or the brain or the kid- 
neys. Evidently then, the disease produced 
by feeding cholesterol to animals is not 
exactly the same as that which occurs in man. 
Some other factor must come in, and this is 
the factor many men are now searching for. 
Perhaps it is the hereditary predisposition 
that makes thousands of men-drop dead in 
their forties or fifties. 

The authors say, as all good statisticians 
will say, that although there is no question 
as to the remarkable increase in parts of 
America of the reported number of cases of 
coronary heart disease, this increase may well 
be due to a better and more correct report- 
ing of deaths. It may be due to the better 
education of. physicians, with the resulting 
better skills in diagnosis and in the more 
correct filling out of death certificates, 

Some authorities are not satisfied that 
the figures from Europe that seem to indi- 
cate a fall in the incidence of coronary heart 
disease, step by step with a drop in the avail- 
ability of fat during the Second World War, 
are trustworthy. More andlyses are needed. 

Recent studies indicate that there has not 
been the assumed great increase in the 
amount of fat in the North American diet 
in the last 530 years. Fifty years ago we 
already were eating much fat, Also, the 
proportion of animal to vegetable fat in the 
American diet appears to have been fairly 
constant.

Rural Bus Help

B.C. School Trustees Associa- 
tion will back a resolution ask- 
ing the provincial department 
of education to pay more 
money towards the cost of 
school buses in rural areas.

A young man alleged to 
have taken part in the brutal 
beating of two reserve 
soldiers early today pléaded 
not guilty to an assault 
charge in Saanich police 
court. 


David Lyn Ready, 24, 3516 
Doncaster, was charged with 
assault, causing grievous bodily 
harm to James Albert Miller, 
34,35 Obed, who was assaulted 
and kicked about the face and 
head with companion Barry 
Cave, 19, 216 Gorge West, at 
130 am. a few doors from 
Miller’s home. 


They said four men admin- 
istered the beating. 

“We don’t know why they 
did it,” Miller told the Times.

When the gang drove off the 
two went for aid to Miller's 
home, and police were called.

Both were stitched for severe 
scalp lacerations and treated 
for bruises. 

Cave's face was swollen like 
a baseball this morning and 
Miller had puffy cuts over an 
eye and on his forehead, with 
his nose looking like it had 
been smashed. 

Miller, who is employed at 
HMC Dockyard said he had 
cashed his pay cheque Monday 
and was carrying $130 on him 
at the time.

They occur during times of increased sun spot ac- 
tivity, Dr. Petrie said, and follow an 11-year cycle. Victoria 
is on the fringe of the area where they are seen most 
brilliantly, therefore they are seen here only infrequently. 

“In Saskatchewan there will be an aurora of some kind 
almost every night,” Dr. Petrie said.
